The Civic Guard Bill, 1924, was the first 
business on the agenda. 
The Chairman eaid that the bill was re-

which had raised in an acute form a consti- 
te vest question concerning the right of that 
House to control public expenditure which 
was proposed in bills other than certified 
money bills. In view of the absence of 
Senators Brown, Douglas and O’Farrell, and 
the somewhat small attendance, he thought it 
would be in the interests of the House if 
the consideration ct the bill on ite Report 
stage were adjourned till Wednesday next. 

On the motion: of Mr. McLysaght, seconded 
by Colonel Moore, the course suggested by 
the Chairman was adopted.

HOME OF OIREACHTAS. 

The second report of the Joint Committee 
on the temporary accommodation of. the 
Oireachtas was next considered. 

Mrs. Wyse Power proposed the adoption of 
the report and Colonel Moore seconded, 

Dr. Yeats moved that the consideration: of 
the report be postponed for a fortnight. They 
were, he said, very anxious. to find: out 
whether the Museum was safe from. fire, and 
he did not think that they could very well 
consider the report until investigations: had 
been made. ‘It might be desirable to appoint 
a Special Committee to take expert advice 
on the question. | 

The Earl of Wicklow seconded the -amend- 
ment, and said that when the first report 
of the Committee came before them it hardly 
received the attention which it deserved. The 
report was agreed to without’ any remark 
being made, and no particular attention was 
drawn to the;question whether the proposal 
to take over Leinster House was desirable 
until the Dail referred the matter back. That 
House then took notice of the matter and 
agreed with the Dail in its decision. _ He 
thought that it was a matter of‘ general regret 
that they should ~deprive the Royal Dublin 
Society of its premises. He thought that the 
removal of the Oireachtas to Dublin Castle 
would be less objectionable than that course. 

Sir Nugent Everard said that the Senate 
would almost be obliged to continue in that 
part of the Museum so long as the Dail and 
the Government offices remained in Leinster 
House. That meant that the relica of 
inestimable value stored in the Museum must 
be in almost hourly danger of fire, and, at the 
same time, the public must be deprived. of 
access. to. the Museum as. long as the 
Oireachtas remained. at Leinster House. He 
could not see how it was possible to give free 
access almost to the doors of the Dail to any 
person who liked to go in. «Therefore, he 
thought that any alternative would be better 
than that Leinster-House should continue to 
be the home of the Oireachtas. 

The Chairman said that the Joint Com- 
mittee had not overlooked the question of the 
possible danger from fire. They had con- 
sidered it, and had received a positive assur- 
ance from the Board of Works that every 
possible precaution had been taken to mini- 
mise the danger. and the Board of Works 
did not themselves anticipate any danger 
whatever from fire by reason of the occupa- 
tion of the Museum by the Oireachtas. 


RUMOURS. 


Mrs. Stopford Green said that they had re- 
ports of rumours that everything was all 
right; rumours that the Board of Works con- 
sidered it all right. . That was not sufficient 
for a decision by that assembly that they 
would continue the state of peril. Every day 
she sat there, and every freslf view she heard 
from the real experts, was gravely to intensify 
her. apprehension of danger. They ought, to 
have a formal report on the question of risk 
of loss to the contents of the Museum. 

Colonel Moore said that he believed that 
almost all the senators, and almost all 
people in Ireland, were very anxious that the 
yenate should move out of the Museum build- 
ing, and he believed also that there was a 
strong feeling that the Castle ought to be 
adopted at once as the home of the 
Oireachtas. 

Mr. Martin Fitzgerald said that the Com- 
mittee went very carefully into the matter. 
There was no reason why they would not have 
a fre there, even if the Senate went out of the 
building. The danger was no greater through 
the Senate being there by daylight: in fact, 
\t was a great deal less. The Committee had 
given time to the matter, and their conclusion 
ought to be accepted. 

In reply to Mrs. Wyse Power, Dr. Yeats 
said that his proposal was to íorm a Com- 
mittee which would take expert advice. 

Mr. O'Dea, as a member of the Joint Com- 
mittee, said that the Committee had given 
every possible attention to the very great 
grievances of the Royal Dublin Society, and, 
ater, to the grievances of Mrs. Stopford 
Green. He personally agreed with his ‘col- 
leagues that they should retain’ Lemster 
House for the present, for the reason that 
they saw no alternative. If the Four Courts 
building were restored, and the Courts 
went there, the Castle would be  avail- 
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able for the. Oireachtas then. He believed 
that the Four: Courts building could be made 
available within two years. He had got a

INDEMNITY. BILL. 


President Cosgrave moved the second read- 
ing of the Indemnity Bill. He said that it 
was a measure to restrict the taking of legal 
preceedings tn respect of certain acts and 
things done during the struggle to bring 
about the termination of the rule. of the 
British Government in Ireland. | Within the 
past six months quite a number of actions 
bad been started in the Courts in respect. of 
property commandeered between 1919 and the 
time of the truce, and some little time after- 
wards, In thé vast majority of cases the 
commandeering was done by order of a higher 
authority, but it. was the person carrying out 
ihe action who would be held liable by the 
Courts. The result was that considerable un- 
rest had been .occasionéd by the. institution 
of those. proceedings. | 

The bill sought to put a stay to the pro- 
ceedings, and to establish methods for afford- 
ing. compensation for the loss. sustained. 

Mr. Figgis said that he hoped it would be 
made clear in the bill that. there would be no 
indemnity for acts which, at the time, were 
reprobated by those in authority. . He knew 
of several cases of the kind, including one in 
which life had béen taken. 

Mr. Johnson said that -he feared that the 
bill was so wide as to include cases that they 
would not: wish -to include. It contained 
another’ difficulty, inasmuch as it left to 
Ministers .to say whether a person should be 
indemnified or not. 

Mr, Corish said that shopkeepers who sup- 

plied goods to troops that afterwards broke 
away from the Government should be in- 
dermnified "FR to the 28th June, 1922. 
_ Captain Redmond said that: the proposed 
indemnity amounted to a-blank cheque, ana 
that. blank cheque was to: be in the power of 
an Executive Minister to endorse, he argu-. 
meht ‘against: the Executive or any Executive 
Minister having such power was sound. It 
was difficult for -anordinary. person to know 
where the indemnity began or ended. As 
regards dates, there was a great deal to be 
said ‘for Mr.. Corish’s contention.. . 

General» Mulcahy contended that the bill 
Was, very specific, because it dealt with the 
actions of persons who held office under First 
or Second Dail Éireann. He suggested that: 
it would not be: possible at present’ to con- 
sider’ the’ provision’ of indemnity for any per- 
sons other than those mentioned’ during the 
period named in the bill.

THE GRADING OF BUTTER. 


Mr Hogan, Minister for Lands and Agricul- 
ture, moved the second reading of the Dairy 
Produce Bill.. The. subject, he said, of im- 
proving and ‘standardising the output of 
creameries and butter factories had been dis- 
cussed generally for the past. five or six years, 
and the. present bill. was the third measure 
that. had been drafted to give effect to the 
regulations. that were required to improve 
the conditions: under which butter. was pro- 
duced. The previous bills had not “been 
brought ,forward,.. but. heir provisions 
had been discussed, in, detail, criticised and 
reformed, and reconsidered by all the in- 
terested parties for several years past. 

The big issue. and the .contentious one in 
the bill, was .whether butter should bé 
raded at the ports, and whether a national 

rat should be applied. 
: ill, briefly, was that all 
premises where dairy produce was manufac- 
tured for. sale should kept clean and in 
order, and should be suitably equipped and 
provided with an adequate supply of pure 
water. Those conditions referred to 
creameries, butter factories and dairies. 

It would be made an offence under the 
bily to supply dirty milk or to deliver it in

He, however, did not think’ that sufficient 
time had ‘been given them to form en opinion 
on the bill, which he thought attempted to 
do too much by regulation. 

With respect to grading, he said that if 
those at the ports could tell them that the 
butter they would grade at the ports, within 
three days:of manufacture, would be in a 
similar state during the following week or 
two, he would be in favour of that system. 
The bill was not watertight, and he believed 
that it would not prevent bad butter from 
going out of the country bearing the Irish 
brand. He. favoured the establishment of 
some kind of an advisory council to deal wit 
rules and regulations before the Minist 
finally adopted them, and urged that before 
they were put in ‘force they should be laid 
on the table of the House. 

Mr. Baxter described the bill as a very 
drastic measure, and said that it would not 
be very enthusiastically received, because it 
would mean an upset in the conditions which 
had hitherto been regarded as satisfactory. 
The country, however, felt that a change was 
necessary, for their butter was not up to the 
standard that they all desired. 

Such legislation would cost the dairying 
industry thousands of pounds, and he sug- 
gested that the Irish’ banks should give 
greater facilities to co-operative societies, s0 
that they would be able to make an effort to 
comply with the regulations. ' 


“- NATIONALISATION.” 


Mr. Hewat said that the bill -practically 
meant nationalisation of the dairy industry. 
The estimate of the Minister, for Agriculture 
was £350,000.

Mr: Hogan said that it was not fair of 
deputies to criticise’ officials. He had received 
nó complaint about them. They simply did 
as they were told, and it was the Minister, 
under the direction of the Dail, who should 
take any blame. Deputy Hewat was worry- 
ing himself with the word “‘ nationalisation.’’ 
It surprised him that any deputy should get 
up at that hour of the day and stand for a 
policy of laissez faire. He asked Deputy 
Hewat’ to relieve his mind of the bogey of 
nationalisation and to examine the bill on ‘its 
merits. 

The real point was to ensure that butter 
bearing the national brand was up to the 
standard. As it stood the bill gave power. to 
examine all butter at the ports, if necessary. 
If there were any amendments in that direc- 
tion he was willing to insert them, and so 
remove any grievances of the creamery 
managers. :In that direction the bill was as 
water-tight as it could possibly be made. 
They did not intend that any butter should 
be graded,. but powers might be taken: to 
do so. 

Replying. to Mr.. Baxter, who raised the 
question of the cost of alteration of premises, 
Mr. Hogan said that the matter would :be 
dealt with Jargely through regulations. It 
might be taken that the question of. cost 
would be borne in mind, and they ‘were not 
going to rush in immediately after the passing 
of the bill and require creameries that were 
in a shaky condition to make big alterations. 

The second reading was passed, and the 
Committee stage fixed provisionally for 
Wednesday, 2nd July. Before that date, how- 
ever,.a suggestion by. Mr. Johnson that. the 
bill be committed to a: Select’ Committee 
instead of to the whole House will be con- 
sidered. | |

THE STRIKE AT MARINO. 
BIG BUILDING SCHEME 
SUSPENDED. 


The Irish Workers’ Union, a new Dublin € 


labour organisation, is said to be responsible 
for the strike of 400 labourers employed at 
Marino, Clontarf, in connection with the Cor- 
poration’s scheme for housing the work- 
ing classes. The Union was registered under 
the Friendly Societies’ Acts on Wednesday, 
the day of the strike. All work at Marino 
has been suspended, besides the 
labourers, 500 tradesmen been thrown 
out of employment. 

The labourers, who are supporters of Mr. 
James Larkin, have no dispute of any kind 
with their employers, but refuse to work with 
men who remain loyal to the Executive of the 
Transport Workers’ Union. Yesterday 100 
of the strikers did picket duty at Marino. 
A’ small forcégof police was on guard, but 
there was no trouble. 

Before the strike work had been progressing 
very satisfactorily at Marino. Of the 1,500 
houses required, 230 had been built, and about 
200. were in course of erection. Dwellings 
were being reared at the rate of one per day. 

At the delegate conference of the Transport 
Workers’ Union on Wednesday the newly- 
appointed Executive was urged to take steps 
to deal with ‘‘disruptive tactics, ” and it met 
yesterday, it is said, to discuss the situation 
caused by the strike. No report of the prv- 
ceedings, however, was issued to the Press. 
Yesterday morning officials of the Union 
entered the hall. of No. 3 Branch, 74 Thomas 
street, and took over possession of the pre- 
mises, whereupon an official-of the branch left 
the. building. ' 

A meeting of builders’ labourers was held 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, 
one of.the speakers being Mr. Peter Larkin, 
a brother of Mr. James Larkin, The pre- 
ceedings were private, 

It was stated in Labour circles last night 
that a number of men employed by one of the 
largest firms in the North side of the city had 
decided to go on strike at the beginning of 
next week if certain fellow-workers continued 
to support the Executive of the Transport 
Union. 

The Irisa Workers’ Union, which has offices 
at. 17 Luke street, Dublin, has announced 
that “ no new Transport members will be ad- 
mitted,”’. but that the organisation is open to 
workers who have resigned from, or are in 
arrears with, the Transport Union. 

OTHER DISPUTES. 

No settlement has yet been reached in a 
“technical ” dispute that led to a strike on 
Friday last of 130 piece-workers in the em- 
ployment of the Tailteann Clothing and 
Manufacturing Co., Ltd., Rutland square, 
Dublin. 

The strike of 22 milkers and milk servers in 
Dublin continues.
